The Fatal Midnicht Fight on the 
Straggling Streets, 


IN WHICH RUBE LOSES HIS LIFE. 


LINDEN, Marengocounty, Alabama, October 
12.—[Special.]—Rube Burrowsis dead, and this 
is how it happened: 

A party of detectives had followed him from 
Florida, and it was ascertained that he crossed 
the Alabama river in Monroe county, near 
Bell’s Landing, on the plantation of Mr. John 
McDufiie, Thursday night of the 2d. Mr. 
McDuftie followed on his trail, and came to 
Marengo county on Saturday. Mr. Dixie 
Carter, of Myrtlewood, joined him in the huni 
for Rube Burrows. 

THE DETECTIVES WERE MILES AWAY. 

The detectives with bloodhounds were look- 
ing for Rube somewhere on the Bigbee river, 
and so far as this correspondent knows, the 
Pinkertons and the bloedhounds are still beat- 
ing up theriverswamp. These detectives did 
~ot make theeapture and were miles away. 

On Mong@ffy night, Burrows was located on a 
place k nas Fords, four miles from Bick- 
ley’s Janding, and six miles from Linden. On 
this piace were three negroes named Jesse 
Mildreth, Frank Marshall and George Ford. 
They had seen Mr. McDuffie and had agreed 
4 capture Rube if they could. 

ONE OF THE NEGROES TALKS. 

This is Jesse Hildreth’s account: “Isawa 
fight in. an old unoccupied house Monday 
night, a little after dark. It tlashed up a few 
minutes and then went out. I crept up to the 
house and saw a man lying downinside, 1 
did not trouble him. Next morning I went 
back there, and he was still 
asleep. I said: ‘Hello, boss!’ and he got 
up and came out. He had a rifle and two 
pistols. He told me his name was William 
Saunders, and he was a timber-getter, and had 
been lost, and wanted to go to Blue Lick on 
Chicasawlogue creek. He asked me for some 
cofice. I didnot have any, but sent my boy 
to the siore for some. I told my boy to hurry 
up, and tell Mr. Meadow, the man we were 
hunting for was on _ the place,’ but 
not to § “hurry back. I wanted the 
other to have time to come up. When the 
boy came, my wife made coffee and the man 
drank it. I offered to sell him a mare, but we 
could not trade, as I asked him a big price. 
I then tried tosell himamule. I did this to 
keep him. He said he had to leave and he 
~ode my mare towarda Rina Liak 

THE UNFORTUNATE STOP. 

“Tt began to rain, and he concluded to go 
back and stay all night. I went with him to 
Georze Ford’s, and he bought some eggs and 
had them cooked, and while he was eating, a 
white man named Wright, came up. I asked 
him out in the yard if he thought Mr. Saund- 
ers was the man we were after. He replied: 
"Yes, but you had better let 
him = alone.’ I asked him if he 
would help me to tie him. He said ‘no,’ and 
left me. We stayed in the house until late in 
the evening. Thenthe man said he would go, 
and began to roll up his rifle. Iasked him to 
let me doit for him’ He handedit tome. I 
wrapped it up, and handed it back to him. 

GRABRED AROUND THE ARMS. 

“Just ashe turned to go out the door I 
grabbed him around the arms, and Marshall 
took the rifle from him. George Ford and 
Marshall helped me, and we held him. Ford’s 
daughter, a girl about sixteen years old, took 
the pistols from him. Then we tied him. He 
fought desperately to the last. He got hold of 
a coinmon table fork, and it was dard work to 
take it from him. After we had tied him, Mr. 
McDufiie and otherscame up. They tied him, 
ut him on a horse and started to Linden.”’ 

George Ford tells about the same. Frank 
Marshall I have not seen, as he was wounded 
and left for home. He was shotin the fight 


#: * in which Burrows was killed. 


} THE ARRIVAL AT LINDEN. 

Carter, McDuffie and the two negroes, Jesse 
and Frank, arrived at Linden between sun- 
down and dark. The sheriff was absent, and 
it was impossible to put the prisoner in the 
cells of the jail, so they carried him to the 
sheriff’s office, which is one of the lower rooms 
of the = “jail. The jail is o 
brick building, surrounded by a high 
wall, with only one door. The sheriff’s office 
opensin the yard. In this office Mr. McDufiie 
putachain around each leg of the prisoner, 
and locked it, and also tied his hands witha 
rope. A number of persons went in to see 
Rube, and he talked to them very freely, saying 
that he had been accused wrongfully of a great 
many things, but all he wanted was @ fair 
showing, and he would prove his innocence. 
He told Mr. Meadow, one of the representa- 
tives of this county, that he knew him well, 
that he had been at his store and that Meadow,

Then 
stepping backwards, with a pistol in each 
hand, and saying laughingly: “A fellow can’t 
do much walking with these things on,”’ 
ordered Jesse Hildreth to get the keys and un- 
lock the chains. This was done quickly. 
He then ordered Jesse to chain McDuftie 
and Frank Marshall together. It did not take 
Jesse long to obey this order. Having his 
keepers secure, he said: “Mr. McDuffie, you 
have had the honor to be captured by Rube 
Burrows. You had me, but now I hare you. 
Iam Rube Burrows. I am boss of this town, 
and I am going to raise hell before morning. 
Don’t you dare to make any noise, or I will 
kill you.” 

He then took up all the arms, made Jesse 
take a littio bag, with a pistol in it, and a Jan- 
tern, and going before, light him to the door, 
and Rube Burrows was a free man once more. 

THE TOWN AT HIS MERCY. 

After leaving the jail, Burrows started to 
hunt for Mr. Carter, who had his rifle and his 
money, and swore he would have them before 
daylight. He forced Jesse to zo to a number 
of houses in Linden, wake up the inhabitants 
and inquire for Carter, saying ‘‘that the detec- 
tives had come and wanted him to come to the 
jail where McDuffie was waiting for them.” 

But they did not find any one who knew 
where Mr. Carter was until they took a negro 
from an orfthorse in Postmaster Cunning- 
ham'‘s yard, nearly a half mile from the jail 
from whom Burrows learned that Carter was 
sleeping with Mr. Dunn, at Glass’ store, just op- 
posite the jail. He then made Jesse guide 
him to the store. A few feet from the door of 
the store, which is a small wooden building, is 
aChinatree. Burrows stopped at this, and or- 
dered Jesse to knock at the door and call for 
Mr. Carter, and tell him the same story about 
the detectives. 

THE BLOODY ENCOUNTER. 

Of course Jesse had to obey. Carter came 
to the door, and stepped outside. Just as he 
did so Burrows advanced from’ behind the 
tree, and said: 
“Tam Rube Burrows, 
rifle and my money.”’ 
Two pistols wero fired almost 
tancously. Burrows staggered back, firing. 
Carter fired again. Jesse took the pistol 
out of the bag and opened fire on Burrows. 
Burrows went backwards across the street, 
which is ninety feet wide, and fell with his 
face downwards just infront of the jailyard 
gate. Jesse turned him over, took the pistol 
from him, and he was dead. Burrows and 
Carter fired flye times each and Jesse three 
times. Carter had been wounded; the ball 
entered just above the collar bene on the left 
shoulder and went straight through. Itisa 
severe, but not a dangerous. wound, and the 
friends of the brave young man think he will 
soon be well. 

THR WHEREABOUTS OF M’DUFFIE. 
But what has become of McDuffie? After 
Burrows left him, luckily, h& had a duplicate 
key to the locks on his legs, and he soon took 
the chains off himself and Frank. He had no 
weapons, and it was not wise to follow up 
Rube, who had his armour on. He got out of 
jail by forcing the outer lock with a hammer, 
and went to John C., Anderson’s oflice and 
arouséd him, but the lawyer had no arms, and 
was not hunting Rube. Then McDuffle and

They then roused up Mr. Glass, next door to 
John C. Anderson’s office, but could not find 
even a pistol, and did nothing but frighten the 
ladies by telling them Rube was out. 

HE SEES RUBE AGAIN. 
They then returned to the hotel and were 
standing on the corner with the proprietor, 
when McDuffie looked up the Street and said: 
‘Yonder they come now.” 
Sure enough, it was Rube anda double- 
barrel breach-loader and a pair of Colt’s pisto!s 
and Jesse walking in front of him witha light. 
They passed bn the opposite side of the street 
andithen crossed over to Glass’s store and 
roused Carter and the fight followed as already 
stated. The hotel keeper, McDuftie, Ander- 
son and Frank Marshall were allin sight, but 
could do nothing. They could only look on, 
while plucky Dixie Carter defended himself 
with a 44-caliber hammerless pistol, against a 
double-barrel breachloader anid two 
Colt’s repeaters in the hands of Rube Burrows. 
In some way Frank Marshall received a_ ball 
in the heel, but how he got in range of the 
pistols of either Rube, Carter or Jesse, nobody 
can tell. He leftatan early hour for home, 
riding horseback, and the wound is said to be 
a slight one. 

THE PEOPLE COMING IN. 

The news of Burrows’s capture spread 
rapidly, and by breakfast time Linden was full 
of people. The streets were crowded like they 
are on court days, when an important Case Is 
on trial. The dead body of Burrows was car- 
ried inside the jail yard, and laid on the porch 
in front of the door. Everbody came to see 

im. 

? Burrows was six feet one inch high, and 
weighed about 150 pounds, and looked as if he 
had been sick or was worn out by fatigue and 
exposure. The hair and beard was light brown, 
worn long anda little curly. The forehead 
broad, sraooth and handsome, except that it 
was marred by what appeared to be 
old gunshot wounds over the left eye. The 
nose was of the Greek type, the mouth well 
shapen and the teeth very white, even and 
pretty. The eyes were large, bright gray, 
with remarkably large and very black pupils. 
The lower jaw was heavy, and gaye a massive 
look to the whole face. ' 
RESEMBLED WILLIAM &. YANCEY. 

Had he been educated and dressed up and 
his beard shaved, Burrows would have greatly 
resembled William L. Yancey, as he appeared 
in 1855. He would have been a handsome 
man, but lying there on the floor, in common 
jeans clothes, a striped shirt and a slouch. hat 
over his face, and a bullet hole in his body 
he looked what he was; & dead bravo and thief, 
without a redeeming virtue, except impudent, 
reckless courage. He had been hit only once, 
A small, round hole, made by a 44-caliber ball, 
just below the right rib killed him. The 
wound did not bleed outwardly, and there was 
nota drop of blood where he fell, or on his 
person or clothing.

THE DISPOSAL OF THE BODY. 

The dead body was put in a common pine 
coflin, and the express agents took cliarge of it, 
saying they would ship it from Demopolis to 
oid man Burrows, in Lamar county, Alabama. 

Thé detectives did not arrive till several 
hours after the inquest was over and Rube 
Burrows on the road to Demopolis. They 
may deserve credit for following the trail, but 
none for capturing or killing Rube. \ Three 
negroes, Jesse Hildreth, Frank Marshall and 
George Ford captured him. 

Mr. McDuflie, a brave and watchful man, 
bad the bad luck to be outwitted by Rube, and 
let him escape. J. Dixie Carter and Jesse 
Hildreth were the oniy persons in the fight 
when, at daylight that morning, Rube Bur- 
rows was shot, and died 6n the streets of 
Linden, 


THE BURROW FAMIEY. 


There Were Nine Children in Al! and Those 
Alive are Doing Well. 

VERNON, Ala., October 11.—A brief history 
of the Burrow family may be of interest at 
this time, 

Allen Henry Burrow, the father of Rube, 
was born in Maury county, Tennessee, and is 
sixty-six years old. He was married in this 
county August 30, 2849, to Miss Ma 
Caroline Terry. He came to Alabama from 
Tennessee in 1856 and settled in Franklin 
county, where he resided two years, and from 
there he came to Lamar. He has beena 
farmer from boyhood; though, after settling 
in Lamar, he occasionally taught a country 
school in his neighborhood. He is reputed to 
have been a strict disciplinarian, and to 
have believed firmly in that sacred ad- 
monition, “Spare the rod and spoil the 
child.”” It was not until after the sons left 
the parental roof that they developed their 
characters as robbers and plunderers. The old 
man and his wife were educated in the com- 
mon schools of the country fifty years ago. 
They are plain, thriéty people, who firmly be- 
lieve in making a living at home. © Their chil- 
dren were all given a common school educa- 
tion ; the best that the county afforded at that 
time. Rubeis described as a bright quick 
boy, independent in speech and ac 
tions, particularly fond of squirrel 
hunting, and a great fisherman. His father 
describes him as “ta smart lad without a lazy 
bone in his body.’”’” He made his first tour to 
Texas in 1872, and four years later Jim fol- 
lowed him. Jim remained in Texas several 
yéars and returned to Lamar, remaining until 
1884, when he made a second trip to Texas. 
In October, 1887, Jim and Rube both returned 
to Lamar. Their history siuce that date is 
generally known. 

There are ten children of the original Burrow 
family, five boys and five girls. John I. Bur- 
row, the oldest, is forty years of age’ He isa 
prosperous farmer of this county, is married 
and has a family of six children. 

William Joseph Burrow, the second child, is 

thirty-nine years old. He resides on the farm 

with his father near Vernon. Heis married 

and has a family of four children. 

Sarah Francis, wife of James A. Cash, is 

the t ; ; a iptsrf. a ae 
dren. 

Mary Susan, wife of William J. Berryhill, 

is the fourth child, and is thirty-two years old. 

She resides in LaFayette county, Mississippi, 

and has four children. 

Reuben Houston Burrow, the fifth child, 

was born in Lamar county December 11, 1854. 

He was twice married. First to Miss Virginia 
Alvison, in Mississippi, the mother of the two 
children who have been with old man Allan 

Burrow since 1883. In 1886 Rube was married 
to Miss Adaline Hoover at Erp~th, Tex. His 
first wife died in 1883. 

James Buchanan Burrow, {the sixth child, 
was born in Perry county, Alabama, in 1858. 
He married Miss Martha E. Hawkins, in 
Lamar county. He died in October, 1558, 
leaving a wife and three children. 

Lavinnie, the seventh child, wife of J. F. 
Hawkins, died in 1885, leaving two children. 

Martha K., the eighth child, is the second 
wife of J. F. Hawkins. 

Miss Eliza, the ninth child, makes her home 
with her parents in Lamar, but is now visiting 
Mrs. Berryhill, in Mississippi. 

Old man Allen received the news of Rube’s 
capture while en route to Sulligent to market 
his cotton. He was fully prepared for the 
news, having abandoned all hope for his son 
after his last exploit in this county—the mur-

SENSE OF THEIR DANGER. 


THE MESS HASKELL HAS MADE. 


Négro Supremacy the Sure Outcome, if the 
‘Factions Do Not Get Together— 
Corrupt Party Leaders. 


CHar.esron, 8. C., October 12.—[Special.] 
Political talk here, since the nomination of 
Judge Haskell by the anti-TiJlman democrats, 
and the almost certain support that it will 
get from the republicans, has assumed a 
bloody hue. 

Tillman and his party say that the negroes 
will not be allowed to vote the Haskell ticket. 
The Haskell party say they shall not only be 
allowed to vote it, if they like, but that they 
will be protected in doing so. 

AN EVIDENCE OF DANGER. 

That the Tillmates are frightened is evi- 
denced by their application to the governor to 
give them the control of the commissioners 
and managers of election. These were ap- 
pointed some time before Tillman’s nomina- 
tion, -and are composed mostly of straightout 
democrats. When Tillman got the nomina- 
tion, his convention demanded of Governor 
Gichardson to remove his appointees and ap- 
point Tillmanites, The governor refused. 
Now they are begging it, as a favor, and the 
governor still refuses. The situation is 
therefore thus. ‘The Haskell democrats have 
control of the machinery of election aud 
there can be no doctoring of the returns or 
suppression of the negro vote, unless with 
their connivance, which is not probable. <As 
to the bloodshed, it may be said that it is ex- 
tremely probable in some-of the upper coun- 
ties. If the Tillmanites attempt to frighten 
the negroes away from the polls with vio- 
lence, it is sure to be resisted by the Haskéll- 
ites. There isnot much dangerin the lower 
tier of counties, where the Tillmanites are 
not so humerous. 

THE REPUBLICANS TO MEET. 

The republican state committee meets on 
Monday and will probably issue a manifesto 
endorsing the Haskell ticket. At first there 
Wasa disposition in the part of some of the 
anti-Tilmanites to let things slide, but Has- 
kell is gaining strength every day. It is esti- 
mated that every city and town in the state 
with a population of over 1,000 will give the 
Haskell ticket a majority. Tillman’s strength 
lies almost entirely in the country outside the 
towns and villages. Itis difficnlt to say how 
this will affect the congressional elections. 
The democrats will easily carry the first, sec- 
ond, third and fifth districts. The fourth, sixth 
and seventh are doubtful. 

Considerable curiosity is felt here to know 
whether Senators Hampton and Butler will 
obey the callofthe Tillmanites to come here 
and take the stump for them. It is said that 
unless they do so, both wil! be fired at the ex- 
piration of their terms. Whatever the out- 
come, it is generally conceded that the demo- 
cratic party in the Palmetto state is irretriey- 
ably splitin twain. Nothing can ever heal

The hotel was one of 
those houses where no register is kept, and no 
questions asked the guests. On this account, 
it is next to impossible to find out how 
many people were in the house, 
or to tell who they were. 

A BUNGLING PIECE OF WORK. . 

When the men and women who had sought 
escape by way of the iron ladder on the build- 
ing reached the,first tloor, they found the fire 
escape ended there. A man who had reached 
the end of the ladder first, hung there, while 
above him, shrieking and struggling, hung a 
number of frightened women. Several came 
near falling off, but the prompt arrival of the 
fire department with ladders relieved them. 

THE NAMES OFTHE KILLED. 

The names of those killed were: Mrs. Min- 
nie Robinson, Tom Dowler, barber: H. K. 
Sams, formerly Pinkerton attache; Edward 
Peyton, colored porter. 

The total loss is about $63,000. Tom Dowler 
left his room and entered the flaming hall 
to meet his death. One of the win- 
dows opened directly on the fire escape, 
and his room mate made his escape 
easily. Presence of mind would have 
saved his life, as well as that of H. K. Sams, 
who had a room directly across the hall. 

MRS. ROBINSON’S BABY. 

The impression prevailed among the police 
and firemen present that Mrs. Robinson had 
her baby in her arms. ‘This was not the case. 

r. Robinsen descended the fire escape, car- 
rying the infant. His wife did not follow him 
from their room along the hall to the room in 
front of which was the fire escape. ‘The dense 
smoke and flames made her lose command of 
her senses. 


THE ELECTION IN BRAZIL. 


The Government Succeeds in Electing Most 
of Its Candidates. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, September 20.—Further 
returns from the elections confirm the pre- 
vious reports in regard to the result. Nearly 
all the official candidates have been elected, 
The ministers of war, navy, justice and foreig 
affairs are elected senators. The ministe 
of agriculture is elected a deputy. The elect- 
ion of the minister of the interior for senator 
is probable. That of the ministerof finance to 
the senate is doubtful, for the state 
of Bahia, in which he was a 
candidate, is showing a large opposition vote, 
and will probably elect one, and perhaps 
more opposition senators, and several 
opposition deputies.

INCIDENTS OF THE ELECTION. 

This shows that the Jatent monarchical feel- 
ing here is stronger than it is generally sup- 
posed to be. The whole vote castin this city 
was a little over 14,000, that is about one-half 
the number of registered voters, which is 
28,585. The returns thus far received indicate 
the whole vote cast in Brazil to be equal to 
about nine-twentieths of the number of reg- 
istered voters, which is estimated between 
700,000 and 800,000.. The vote cast is propor- 
tionately light in RioGrande Do Sul, and the 
heaviest in Sao Paulo. In many places no 
elections were held, and in some others not 
one-tenth of the voters went to the polls. 
The returns received up to the present show 
180,000 votes for oflicial candidates and 60,000 
for those of the opposition. Bahia is probably 
the only state that will be represented by any 
real opposition senators and deputies. 

PUTTING THEM IN PRISON. 
Councellor Rodrigue, leader of the alleged 
attempt at a revolution in Ceara, is said to be 
a prisoner on the gunboat Carioca. Some of 
his friends, including the leader of the work- 
ingmen’s party, have been arrested and are 
heid in confinement in the city jail. Warrants 
have been issued for the arrest of others. A 
disturbance took place on the day before election 
and 200 pistol shots were fired, and six police- 
men and several other persons were wounded. 
Rodrigue is said to have been accompanied by 
about 400 persons. It is said that no one 15 
allowed to communicate with the prisoners. 
Rodrigue’s friends say the state authorities 
caused the disturbance in order to frighten the 
opposition from the polls. The other party 
say that Rodrigue attempted to depose the 

overnor and put himself in the latter's place. 
Some months ago the governors of Bahia and 
Rio Grande were deposed; but then. the 
soldiers assisted the insurrectionists. Rodrigue 
is a prominent politician, very popular in 
Ceara, which, before the revolution, always 
elected him to the chamber of deputies.

NESSEE CONFERENCE. 


KELLEY’S CHARACTER CHALLENGED. 


The Preachers Listen to the Proceedings 
with Breathless Interest—Contumacy 
Toward the Bishop. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 12.—[Special. ]}~ 
There was quite a dramatic scene in the Ten- 
nessee conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, yesterday at Pulaski, when 
the name of Rey. D. C. Kelley, D.D., was 
called. 

The conference was hearing reports of 
preachers, and passing characters. As is well 
known, Dr. Kelley, some months since, ac 
cepted a nomination at the hands of the pro- 
hibition party for governor. Dr. Kelley was 
at that time pastor of the church at Gallatin. 
Some correspondence passed between him and 
Bishop Keener, who presided over 
the last Tennessee conference, an@ Dr. 
Kelley decided to withdraw from the race, 
but was prevailed upon by the prohibition ex- 
ecutive committee not to dose. Rev. B. F. 
Haynes, presiding elder of the Nashville dis- 
trict, was very much in favor of Dr. Kelley 
continuing in the field, and as Bishop Keenér 
had said that Dr, Kelley could riot canvass the 
state and keep his church, he appointed Rev. 
W. G. Dorris to the Gallatin church, and Dr, 
Kelley resigned the pastorate. 

He has since canvassed the state, and will 
poll an enormous vote. 
THE QUESTION COMES UP. 

The conference, which is now in session, 
has been the subject of much discussion, as it 
was known that Dr. Kelley’s case would come 
before it. 
When his name was reached, Elder Haynes 
arose and said: ‘There is nothing against 
him.”’ 
Dr. Kelley then made his report and sat 
down. 
There was an impressive silence, lasting 
fully a minute. Usually Bishop Hargrove, 
who was in the chair, would say immediately 
upon a minister’s report, ‘‘His character is 
passed without objection;’’ but knowing a 
challenge was coming, he awaited it. > 

THE CHARACTER OBJECTED TO. 
Finally Rev. G. W. Gwinn, who has been a 
member of the conference for fifty years, arose 
aud said: 
“Did I understand the presiding elder to say 
there is nothing against Dr. Kelley? Does not 
the world know that he has left his charge, and 
does not the law say thata preacher who 
leaves his work without the consent of his 
bishop is guilty of an offense before this 
body ? 
Bishop Hargrove, understanding this as an 
arrest of Dr. Kelley’s cliaracter, stated the 
law and proceeded to appoint a committee of

HOWELL COBB GLENN 


LALD TO REST IN OCONEE CEME- 
TERY. 


Arrival of the Funeral Party—The Services 
at the Grave, and the Large Concourse 
Which Attended It. 

ATHENS, Ga., October 12.—[Special.]—This 
has been a sad day in Athens. 

All that was mortal of Howell Cobb Glenn 
has been laid to rest by loving hands and sor- 
rowing hearts, in Oconee cemetery. 

Here it was that Howell Glenn was born. 
Here he first entered upon that pathway of 
life which has ended with such splendid suc- 
cess, and yet with a stroke so untimely that it 
is doubly sorrowful to contemplate. 

Here he spent childhood, which, shaped by 
the influences of a splendid social and moral 
culture, completely equipped him for his voy- 
age of life in after years, and here in the city 
of his nativity he has been brought home to 
rest forever among scores of warm friends and 
relatives, where bis noble life will ever be 
fondly cherished on memory’s page, and where 
his grave will be kept green by loving hands 
and hearts. 

THE ARRIVAL OF THE REMAINS. 

The remains of Mr. Glenn reached 
Athens today at 12:30 o’clock on the 
Northeastern branch of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad. They were attended by the 
wife and mother of the deceased, and by Mr. 
McBride, of Atlanta, At Lula junction the 
remains were met by a number of 
friends and relatives from Atlanta. 
The party consisted of Mayor John 
T. Glenn, brother of the deceased, and 
daughter,, Miss Glenn; Miss Venable, 
Messrs. G. H. Tanner and C. D. Hill, a com- 
mittee representing the bar of Atlanta; A. W. 
Hill, R. 8. Rust, S. H. Venable, John T. 
Cooper, C. E. Harman, H. C. Irwin and 
others. 

At the North Eastern depot the party ac- 
companying the remains was met by a large 
number of friends and relatives, who had ar- 
ranged every detail of the burial service. 
The remains were placed in the hearse 
by Messrs. D. C. Barrow, George Dud- 
ley, H. Thomas, A. L. Hill 
E. R. Hodgson and others, acting as pallbear- 
ers and escorts, and was carried immediately 
to Oconee cemetery for interment. A long 
line of carriages, filled with loving and sorrow- 
ing friends, followed the remains of Howell 
Glenn through the streets of Athens to the 
cemetery, that is located on beautiful suburban 
hills on the south side of the city. :

In Athens Mr, Glenn was remembered with 
double love and affections. and here it was as 
everywhere, he had a record most commenda- 
ble. He attended the state university here 
two years, leaving college in his junior year. 
While in the university he was a member of 
the Phi Kappa literary society and the Kappa 
Alpha fraternity, and it was a sad, but fitting, 
tribute to their dead that the members of the 
Lanida chapter of this fraternity paid today 
by attending in a _ body, with streamers 
of crape covering their badges, the 
remains from the depot to the grave.

amount of $175,000 were made to him. The

It is said one main cause of the 
present embarrassment is the building of the 
Empire and Dublin road. This road is not 
quite completed to Dublin. The road is 
bonded for $10,000: per mile, its full value. 
THE REASON OF THE COLLAPSE. 

Another reason of the collapse is the failure 
of the large car works in Indiana which is 
heavily indebted to the Empire Company for 
big shipments of lumber. The total liabilities 


to be considerably over that. The fact that 
they are so widely scattered makes it impos- 
sible to realize in time to meet maturing drafts 
and other papers.

THE RIOTOUS PROCEEDINGS 


Of Negro Visitors to Americus on Sature 
day. 

Americus, Ga., October 12.—[Special.]— 
The session here the last few days of a colored 
hard-sheli Baptist association drew yesterday 
the largest crowd of negroes seen in Americus 
since the colored tireman’s tournament in the 
spring of 1889. As a consequence, the police 
force had their hands full, and only the most 
prompt and vigorous measures prevented a 
serious accident in the afternoon. 

Policeman Ray, in attempting to keep the 
sidewalks clear, was compelled to arrest three 
negroes for disorderly conduct, when they set 
upon him, wrested his club from him, and 
beat him severely. Ho then drew his pistol, 
which was alsotaken ftom him. Meantime 
an immense mob gfthered around with 
cries, yells and hoots. Other police 
men rushed to the _ rescue. Knives 
were drawn by some of the mob, 
one of whom, in attempting to stab Policeman 
Feagan, was knocked down by Policeman 
Wilkins. 

These four rioters were then arrested, and 
while being marched to the guardhouse, the 
mob attempted their rescue, but the police 
succeeded in running all the prisoners in, and 
now they are safely locked up to await their 


al. 

Nothing but the bravery of the police pre- 
vented the most serious trouble. Policeman 
Ray deserves special credit, for though being 
set upon and beaten by the three men, whom 
he had arrested, he held them all until help 
arrived. The city will vigorously prosecute 
the offenders for assaulting the officers in the 
discharge of their duty.

2 ~ * morning Dr. Talmage delivered his third ser- 


‘mon on his recent tour in Palestine, in the 
“academy of Music in this city. The large 
pbuilding was crowded, and aumbers went 
way disappointed. This was the moro sig- 
nificant because it had been publicly an- 
mounced that the same sermon would be 
preached in the evening at the New York 
Academy, which The Christian Herald had 
gented for that purpose. In spite of this 
fact, unprecedented since the days of Chal- 
mers, both buildings were crowded to excess, 
nd many were turned away from the doors, 
both morning and evening. Dr. Talmage 
must have preached today to 10,000 different 
persons. The doctor spoke as follows from the 
text: “If 1 forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my 
sight hand forget her cunning.” Psalm 
@xXxXxvil, 5. 

Paralysis of his best hand, the withering of 
ts muscles and nerves, is here invoked if the 
author allows to pass out of mind the 
grandeurs of the holy city where once he 
dwe!t. Jeremiah, seated by the river Euphra- 
tes, wrote this psalm and not David. Afraid 
Yam of anything that approaches imprecation, 
and yet I can understand how &ny one who 
has ever been at Jerusalem should, in enthu- 
siam of soul cry out, whether he be sitting by 
the Euphrates, or the Hudson or the Thames, 
“If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, may my right 
hand forget her cunning!” You see, it is a 
city unlike all others for topography, for his- 
tory, for significance, for style of population, 
for waterworks, for ruins, for towers, 
domes, for ramparts, for literature, for trage- 
dies, for memorable birth-places, tor sepul- 
chres, for contlagrations and famines, for vic- 
tories and defeats. 

I am here at last in this very Jerusalem and 
on a housetop, just after the dawn of the morn- 
ing of December od, with an old inhabitant to 
point out the salient features of the scenery. 
*“Now,’’ I said, “‘where is Mount Zion ?’’ 
**Here at your right.’’ ‘‘Where is Mount Oli- 
yet?’ “In_front of where you stand.’’ “Where 
fs the Garden of Gethsemane?” “In yonder 
valley.’’ ‘‘Where is Mount Calvary?’ Be- 
fore he answered, I saw it.No unprejudiced 
mind can have a moment’s doubt as to where 
itis. Yonder I see a hill in the shape of a 
human skull, and the Bible says that Calvary 
was ‘the place.of a skull.’”’ Not only is it 
skull-shaped, but just beneath the forehead of 
the hillisa cavern that looks like eyeless 
sockets. Within the grotto under it, is the 
shape of the inside of a skull. Then the Bible 
says that Christ was crucified outside the gate, 
and this is outside the gate, while the site 
formeriy selected was inside the gate. Beside 
that, this skull-hill was for ages the place 
where malefactors were put to death, and 
Christ was slain as a malefactor. 

The Savior’s assassination took place be- 
side a thoroughfare along which people went 
*‘wagging their heads,’’ and there is the an- 
cient thoroughfare. I saw at Cairo, Egypt, a 
clay mould of that skull hill, made by the late 
Genera! Gordon, the arbiterof nations. While 
Empress Helena, eighty years of age and im- 
tows upon, by having three crosses exhumed 

efore her dim eyes, as though they were the 
three crosses of Bible story, selected another 
Site as Calvary, all recent travelers agree that 
the one I point out to you was, without doubt, 
the scene of the most terriffic and overwhelm- 
ing tragedy this planet ever witnessed. 

There were a thousand things we wanted to 
see that third day of December, and our drago- 
man proposed this and that and the other 
journey, but I said: ‘First of all show us Cal- 
vary. Something might happen if we wen¢é 
elsewhere, and sickness or accident might 
hinder our seeing the sacred mount. If we 
see nothing else we must see that, and see it 
this morning.” Some ofus in carriage and 
some ou mule-back, we were soon on the way 
to the most sacred spot that the world has 
everscen or ever will see. Coming to the 
base of the hill we first went inside the skull 
of rocks. Itiscalled Jeremiah’s grotto, for 
there the prophet wrote his book of Lamenta- 
tions. The grotto is thirty-five feet high, and 
its top and side are malachite, green, brown, 
black, white, red and gray. 7 

Coining forth from those pictured subterra- 
neous passages, we begin to climb the steep 
sides af Calvary. As we go up, we see cracks 
and crevices in the rocks which 1 think were 
made by the convulsions of nature when Jesus 
died. On the hill lay a limestone rock, white 
but tinged with crimson, the white so suggest- 
ive of purity and the crimson of sacrifice, that 
I said, “That stone would be beautifully ap- 
propriate fora memorial wall in my church, 
now building in America; and the stone now 
being brought on camel’s back from Sinai 
across the desert, when put under it, how sig- 
nificant of the law and the gospel! And these 
lips of stone will continue to speak of justice 
and mercy long after all our living lips have 
uttered their last message.’’ So Irolled it 
down the hill and transported it. When that 
day comes for which many of you have prayed 
—the dedication of the Brooklyn tabernacle, 
the third immense structure we have reared in 
this city, and that makes it somewhat difficult 
being the third structure, a work such as no 
other church was ever called on to undertake 
we invite you inthe main entrance of that 
building to look upon a memorial wall con- 
taining the most suggestive and solemn and 
tremendous antiquities ever brought together; 
this, rent with the earthquake at the giving of 
the law at Sinai, the other rent atthe cruci- 
fixion on Calvary. 

It is impossible for you to realize what our 
emotions were as we gathered, a group of men 

nd women, all saved by the blood of the 
lamb, on a bluff of Calvary, just wide enough 
to contain three crosses. I said to my family 
and friends: ‘I think here is where stood the 
cross of the impenitent burglar, and there the 
cross of the miscreant, and here between, I 
think stood the cross on which all our hopes 
depend.’’ As I opened the nineteenth chap- 
ter of John to read, a chill blast struck the 
hill and acloud hovered, the natural solem- 
nity impressing the spiritual solemnity. I 
read a little, but broke down. I defy any 
emotional Christian man sitting upon Golgo- 
tha to read aloud and with unbroken voice, 
orwith any voice at all, the whole of that 
account in Luke and John, of which these 
Sentences areafragment: ‘‘They took Jesus 
and led him away, and he bearing his cross 
went forth intoa place called the place of a 
skull, where they crucified him and two 
others with him, on either side one, and Jesus 
inthe midst!” “Behold thy mother!” “I 
thirst!” ‘“‘This day shalt thou be with me in 
paradise!’’ ‘Father, forgive them, emg | know 
not what they do!”’ “If it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me!’’ What sighs, what sobs, 
what tears, what tempests of sorrow, what 
surging oceans of agony in those utterances! 

While we sat there, the whole scene came 
before us, All around the top and the sides, 
and the foot of the hill, a mob rages. They 
guash their teeth, and shake their clenched 
fists at him. . Here the cavalry horses champ 
their bits, and paw the earth and snort at the 
smel! of thecarnage. Yonder a group of gam- 
dlers are pitchmg up as to who shall have tho 
coat of the dying Savior. There are women 
almost dead with grief among the crowd, his 
mother and his aunt, and some whose sorrows 

ehad comforted, and whose guilt He had 
pardoned. Here a man dips a sponge into sour 
wine, and by a stick lifts itto the hot and 
‘cracked lips. The hemorrhage of the five 
wounds has done its work. 

The atmospheric conditions are such as the 
World saw never before or since. It was nota 
Solar eclipse, such as astronomers record or we 
Ourselves have scen. It was a bereavement of 
the heavens! Darker! Until the towers of 
the temple were no longer visible. Darker! 
Until the surrounding hills disappeared. 
Darker! Until the inscription above the mid- 
dle cros; becomes illegible. Darker! Until 
the chin of the dying Lord falls upon the

I think 
that there once lay the king wrapped in his 
last slumber. On some of these rocks the 
Roman gevernment set its seal. At the gate 
of this mausoleum, on the first Easter morn- 
ing, the angele rofled the stone, thundering 
down the hill, Up these steps walked the 
lacerated feet of the Conqueror, and from 
these heights, He looked off upon the city 
that had cast him out, and upon the world He 
had come to redeem, and at the heavens 
through which He would soon ascend. 

But we must hasten back to the city. There 
are stones in the wall which Solomon had 
lifted. Stop here and see a startling proof of 
the truth of prophecy. In Fecomink, XXXI, 
40, itis said that Jerusalem shall be built 
through the ashes. What ashes, people have 
been asking? Were those ashes just put into 


the prophecy to fill up? No! the meaning has | 


been recently discovered. Jerusalem is now 
being built out in a certain direction where 
the ground has been submitted to chemical 
analysis and it has been found to be the ashes 
cast out from the sacrifices of the ancient tem- 
ple, ashes of the wood and ashes of bones of 
animals. There are great mounds of ashes, 
accumulation of centuries of sacrifices. It has 
taken all these thousands of years to discover 
what Jeremiah meant when he said, ‘Behold, 
the day shall come, saith the Lord, that the 
city shall be built to the Lord from the tower 
of Hananeel unto the gate of the corner, and 
the whole valley of the dead bodies and of the 
ashes.”” The people of Jerusalem are at this 
very time fulfilling that prophecy. One hand- 
full of those ashes on which they are building is 
enough to prove the divinity of the scriptures!

their race, and crying to God for the restora- 
tion of the temple in allits original splendor. 
Most affecting scene! Andsuch a prayer as 
that, century after century, I am sure God 
will answer, andin some way the departed 
grandeur will.return, or something better. I 
looked over the shoulders of some of them and 
saw that they were reading from the mournful 
psalms of David, while I have been told that 
this ig the litany which some chant: 


For the — that lies desolate, 
We sit in solitude and moun; 

For the palace that is destroyed, 
We sit in solitude and mourn; 

For the walls that are overthrown, 
We sit in solitude and mourn; 

For our majesty that is departed, 
We sit ip solitude and mourn; 

For our great men that lie dead, 
We sit in solitude and mourn; 

For priests who have stumbled, 
We sit in solitude and mourn. 


I think at that prayer Jerusalem will come 
again to more than its ancient magnificence ; 
it may not be precious stones and architectural 
majesty, but in a moral splendor that shall 
eclipse forever a]l that David or Solomon saw. 

But I must get back to the housetop where 
I stood early this morning, and before the sun 
sets, that I may catch a wider vision of what 
the city now is and once was. Standing here 
on the housetop, I see that the city was built 
for military safety. Some old warrior, I war- 
rant, selected the spot. It stands on a hill 
2,600 feet above the level of the sea, and deep 
ravines on three sides do the work of military 
trenches. Compact as no other city was com- 
pact. Only three miles_ journey round, and 
the three ancient towers, Hippicus, Phasaelus, 
Mariamne, frowning death upon the approach 
of all enemies. 

AsI stood there on the housetop in the 
midst of the city, I said, ‘‘O Lord, reveal to 
me this metropolis of the world, that I ma 
see it as it onceappeared.’””’

The farmers will find that if the prices of 
their products drop 50 per cent they will 
still be able to exist. All this is true. Peo- 
ple may be half fed and half clad, but they 
will still manage to keep body and soul to- 
gether. 

So much for a plutocrat’s views. An 
English landlord in Ireland would doubtless 
talk in a similar strain. The substance of 
Mr. Gould’s reasoning is that the McKinley 
tariff is nota bad thing, because people can 
escape many of its evils by giving up the 
ordinary comforts of life. If anything was 
needed to emphasize the infamy of McKinley- 
ism this remarkable defense comes just in 
time. 

The masses of the American people have 
become accustomed to an economic system 
under which labor is justly rewarded. They 
haye enjoyed the comforts and some of the 
luxuries of life. They have been able to 
educate their children and clothe their fami- 
lies decently. They have grown up in the 
belief that there was no room in this coun- 
try for an aristocracy composed of monopo- 
lists and plutocrats. 

These ideas are so deeply rooted in the 
American mind that they cannot be eradi- 
cated by an act of congress. Fortunately, 
in this country, the people have it in their 


power to right their wrongs without resort- 


ing to revolutionary methods. While the 
last vestige of a free ballot remains the 
classes cannot oppress and rob the masses 
long enough to firmly establish their system,

Our ablest business men made the dis- 
covery long ago that a literary: pen could be 
made avery important factor in pushing 
their enterprises. In the largest retail 
houses north and west, and in some of the 
southern cities, ready and graceful writers 
are employed solely to write advertisements. 
Real estate agents, railroad projectors, spec- 
ulators and manufacturers are rapidly 
making arrangements to have.their business 
literature turned out in their own offices by 
capable writers in their employment. 

This is a reading age. The speaker is no- 
where Inorder to reach the people the 
press must be utilized to. the fullest extent. 
Nor is this all. Readers are more critica] 
than they were in the old days, and they do 
not hesitate. to skip an article, a letter or an 
advertisement when it is dull and uninter- 
esting. To suit their taste, and hold their 
attention, the printed page must be pictur- 
esque and attractive. 

All these points are thoroughly under- 
stood by the leaders of the business world. 
The merchant with goods to. sell, and the 
exploiter with a big enterprise to build up, 
will not run the risk ef relying upon their 
inexperienced pens when they desire to im- 
press the public. Soit has come to pass 
that a literary bureau is an important annex 
of almost every big enterprise. 

It is allright... Thousandsof writers, with 
more than average literary talent, would 
starve if they waited for publishers to re- 
ward their laber. To this class an engage- 
ment with a dry goods store, a patent medi- 
cine concern, or: a railroad is a Godsend, 
giving them permanent work .and good 
wages. It is all nonsense to say:that it de- 
grades literature. There is a.demand for 
business literature, and brainy writers are 
needed t7 supply it. Perhaps it is not as 
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pleasant to write about pills as it is to write 
poetry, but if there isa good living in pills, 


and starvation in poetry, a sensible writer 
will not be long in making -his choice. By 
the way, it would not be a bad idea for some 
of our bright young men to go to work and 
make themselves experts in what is called 
businéss literature.

Censorship of the Press. 
From The Augusta Chronicle. 

A recent issue of The Literary Digest calls 
attention to the inquistorial functions assumed 
by the postmaster general in excluding from 
the mails Tplstoi’s last book on the ground of 
obscenity and indecency. That periodical rightly 
declares that thcre was nothing obscene about 
the “Kreutzer Sonata,’ that it aimed to cor- 
rect what the author considered an abuse, and 
that, however, mistaken or unfounded may be 
its conclusions, the book should not have been 
excluded from the mails. The Digest rightly 
says that the Bible contains passages which 
could not be read aloud in the parlor or nur- 
sery. Such guardianship of the public morals 
on the part of the postal authorities is fanat- 
ical and paternalistic. It is an unwarrantable 
and unlawful assumption of power. We shall 
svon hear of a censorship of political prints 
and government exclusion on grounds of mo- 
rality or expediency. What is to become of 
the freedom of the press? 

But we are not left to speculate in this 
matter. The telegraph already brings notice 
that the weekly edition of THe ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION had been seized because that 
paper contains an anneuncement of a Christ- 
mas brawipg among its subscribers. This was 
in no sense a lottery. But the inquistorial 
proceedings under the lottery law fled to a 
search by the mail clerks, and the whole issue 
of a Georgia paper is suppressed. 

The press has an interest in this matter. It 
should put down this censorship, whether it is 
exercised for morals or for gain. It is a burn- 
ing abuse and ought to be corrected.j

The latter 
was inclined, of course, to defend his profession, 
but at the sametime was compelled toadmit the 
truth of some of the arguments brought forward 
by The Sun’s representative. fhe record 
of the chess player seems to establish the 
fact, in the great majority of cases, that 
his mind is of no use for any octher 
occupation. than chess. It shows that a 
large number of them are poor, some have dic 
drunkar@® and many insane, scarcely one has 
been able to make a living than would eatisfya 
skilled laborer, while scarcely one has showu any 
capacity for any other pursuit. Probably if the 
reader will run over the list of professional ches- 
players he has known he-will find this to be true 
They can play and do nothing else. Of what 
value, then, is the special intellectual aptitude 
they display? Of what use is a special faculty 
which can be employed only at the expense 
of all the others, and which so absorbs 
and aborts them that they can not be used 
for the ordinary purposes of life? Steinitz, in his 
interytew, characterized the game as ‘‘the cymna- 
sium of the mind,” and thoucht that justas ath- 
letic practice develops the muscle or the physical 
qualities, so chess practice gress or the intelleet- 
ual, but if chess develops the intellectual on'y for 
chess, of what higher valueis it than the piano 
pounding of a blind Tom or tho action of a Mael- 
zelautomaton? When itcan beshown that any 
professional chess ae has accomplished any- 
thing outside of what Diderot called “wood shift- 
ing,” a valid defense of the game from the point 
of usefulness may be made.

Why He Is in Favor of the Issuance of 
the Water Bonds. 

Judge Hillyer was asked if it was true that 
the Wwater-bond question would have to be 
decided at the ballot box. He said: 

“Yes; you can take it as a fixed fact that 
the fate of waterworks question is going to 
turn on the vote of the people at the bond 
election as ordered by the mayor and council 
for Wednesday next, the 14th instant, as there 
will be no decision before that time by the 


supreme court on the validity of the former 
election. 


< ; 

I think it would be very unwise to throw 
away all the present plans and bids and de- 
pend on patching up the present works or 
pumping from Poole creek for five or 
ten years, as has been proposed. Knowing 
about those two streams as I do, and 
their filthy condition, and that they are get- 
ling worse and worse all the time, I do not 
hesitate to say thatit would be cruel to the 
public to impose that water on them any lon- 
ger than is absolutely necessary for buildin 
the new waterworks north of the city. It will 
take a year to finish the new works, and upon 
refiection the only thing needed would be to 
rent—not buy, but rent—a small pump to use 
at Poole creek in case—and only in case— 
next summer should happen to be a dry sum- 
mer. This could be done for less than $5 ‘ 
and thatis every cent that ought tobe spent on 
those old works.”’ 

‘‘But what about Chattahoochee water?”’ 

He replied, “I have never thought it was 
the best. But to build where Mr. Herring ad- 
vises is going in the right direction, and there 
is plenty of water within easy reach that is 
good, and if we don’t like the Chattahoochee 
water when we try it, we can easily bring 
better water by gravity, and very cheaply, and 
penty of it, to the same pumps, and lift it 
from the same placo, through the same mains, 
Without having to throw away anything. 

“I think, too, thero is real danger that if the 
city does not act now and secure new water- 
works whilst she has the chance, it may result 
in somo private company getting the works 
and water franchise away from the city. 

“Let usactnow. The bids for the cast iron 
pipe and the machinery are all very 
favorable. The city has the bonds 
Virtually sold at 4 per cent. It is hoped 
and believed that by issuing this $250,000 of 
bonds, the work can be completed without 
issuing any more bonds; any additional sums 
needed being paid out of the annual income of 
the city for 1891 and 1892, 

‘Waterworks: is not dead capital like streets 
and other things. Atlanta ought to have,.and 
judging by other cities of the same size, she 
will have in the near future, an income of 
from $100,000 to $150,000 per annum from 
waterworks. The proposed expenditures will 
be a good investment and will pay largely 
more revenne every year than the interest on 
the proposed bonds, which is, or will be, only 
$10,000 a year. 

“Nothing will draw population better and 
make the city grow faster than an abundant 
supply of good water. This is a step in tle 
right direction, and I think we should have no 
hesitation about it.

Siege of Troy, apocryphal, ten years. Siege 
of Tyre, actual, thirteen years. Authorities, 
Bohn’s and other dictionaries of the Bible. 
‘“‘Worterbuch der Schiachten, Belagerungen 
und Treffen aller Volker, von St. Gen. F. von 
Kausler (B. C. 572-585, 1, 101). ‘‘Sieges et Ca- 
pitulations Celebres,’’ 63, 64, Ezekiel xxv11, 
xxvil1. The longest modern sieges since artil- 
lery has assumed its proper functions were: 
1. Siege of Ostend by the Spaniards, 1601-1604 
--three years. Like Tyre, Ostend could be 
succored from the sea. The garrison only cae 
pitulated when the town and works were lit- 
erally mere masses of ruins. 2. Siege of Gi- 
braltar, attacked by land and sea by French 
and Spaniards, 1779—1783, for four years. This 
defense by the English stands without a par- 
allel in the annals of war. 3. During the 
Thirty Years’ War, Olmutz, taken by Torsten- 
sen in 1642, was besieged or blockaded for six 
years, from 1642 to 1648, and was still held by 
the Swedes in 1650, when they gave it upin 
accordance with agreement, not compulsion. 
Other examples of astonishingly long sieges 
— be added. Constantinople might be 
said to have been besieged by either Persians 
or Turks from A. D. 626 to 675. From 668 to 
675 the Turks repeated their attacks yearly. 
From 675 to 1453, when taken by assault by 
Mahomed IT., it was as much besieged as Troy 
actually was,if at all, for the poor Byzantine 
Greeks had to be on their guard continually, 
and they were liable to attack any month or 
year.

The deceased lady was the general’s helpmeet in 
a deeper sense than the wordis generally used. 
She was intensely attached to the Salvation Army 
and its work. Infact her labors have been so 
abundant that her health has several times given 
way under the severe strain. She was a graceful, 
earnest and pathetic speaker, a writer of no mean 
literary ability, and had the sympathetic gift in a 
high degree. She won friends for the army in the 
highest ranks who would not have been secured 
by the equally enthusiastic but illiterate advo- 
cates. Many of the features of Salvation Army 
work were of her origin, notably the prison brig- 
ade, the work amongst fellow-women, girls’ refu- 
gees,and cognate missions.

the prices we have been in the habit of paying 
before the passage of the McKinley bill. You 
see, the importers are sharp. They antici- 
pated the situation, and now that it has come, 
they take the advantage of it. 

“Some time ago I ordered 15,000 cigars, to 
be heeled for the McKinley bill for awhile, 
at least—and by the way, 15,000 imported 
cigars is no small order for this 
part of the country, but all sorts of excuses 
were made about the slowness of the 
vessels to arrive. The consequence is, I 
have not got my big order, and can’t got the 
cigars unless I pay an advanced price for 
them.” 

Mr. Kuhrt was asked about how much more 
smokers of imported goods would have to pay 
for their cigars. 

“Well,” he said, “cigars that we sold for 
15 cents, or two for 25 cents, we will now 
have to sell for 15 cents and 20 cents straight. 

“A grade of cigars that used to cost us $80 
and $85 will now cost us from $110 to $115, or 
thereabouts. Itis not so much a question of 
what we dealers will lose by the new rate, but 
as to the advanced prices the consumer must 
pay. Our prices are regulated by what we 
have to pay the importers. Just what propor- 
tion of increase the new prices will show, I 
can’t tell yet. As I have said, it was thought 
that the raise would not take effect until the 
first of the year, But already our quo- 
tations show that the importers who have 
goods on hand are taking advantage of the 
situation and are tacking on the extra duty a 
little previous.’’ 

‘*Will there be any change in the amount of 
imported cigars or of domestic goods?” Mr. 
IKLuhrt was asked.

1890, by 
the Associated Press.J—The speech of Signor 
Crispi, Italian prime minister, at Florence, is 
an indirect admission of The Figaro interview, 
which irritated Austria by showing too open 
anxiety for financial reasons to conctiliate 
France. Kiug Humbert is said to haye con- 
veyed a hint to the prime minister that he had 
gene. x little too farin that direction. Hence, 
his Florence speech was aimed especially to 
conciliate Austria, and assure her that it was 
to ltaly’s interest to remain“in the tripple 
alliance. 

Signor Crispi’s remarks have evoked less 
enthusiasm here than in Vienna, because 
those in political life are confident that what- 
ever hints in that direction Signor Crispi may 
make for diplomatic reasons, he is never likely 
to seek an alliance with France. His rank 
opportunism, leading to the belief that he 
would not hesitate to abandon any alliance or 
embrace any line of poiicy profitabie to Italy, 
dees not inspire confidence in the financial 
world. This feeling was reflected by a decline 
on the bourse on receipt of the speech. 

The official press does not confirin the re- 
ports thata meeting will take place between 
Chancellor von Caprivi and Signor Crispi. It 
48 certain that no date for the meeting has as 
yet been arranged, but The Cologne Gazette 
Says it will take place in northern Italy a few 
weeks hence. 

Prior to his departure on ahunting excursion 
to Huberiusstock today, Emperor William 
rece:ved Count DeLaunay, Italian ambassador 
to Berlin, who presented his majesty a por- 
trait of King Humbert. He also received Mr. 
Charies Gibson, an American professor of law, 
whom the emperor invited to take luncheon 
Wilh Lim. 

AFFECT OF THE NEW TARIFYF. 

As aresult of the new United States tariff 
law, manufacturers of clothing are holding 
back their stocks, asa large number of opera- 
tives will be discharged from woollen goods 
factories in Greenberg district, in Silesia, and 
weavers at Nowawes, near Potsdam, are ex- 
pecting a lockout. 

Press comments on the new tariff continue, 
aud the question of a European tariff cam- 
paign against America, or German-Austrian 
customs, union, is still eagerly discussed. The 
rumor that the governmeut had opened nego- 
tiations with Austria caused a commotion 
among manufacturers in Austria and agricul- 
turists in Hungary. . 

But since Austria‘s rejection ‘of Bismarck’s 
offer of a modified tariff treaty, both nations 
have adopted a strong protective policy. So 
many interests are engaged on both sides that 
no sober-minded man believes that such a 
project can be realized at the present time. 

THE PRESS SAYS IT IS AN ILLUSION. 

The North 7erman Gazette’s warning 
against cheerishing such an illusion on the 
subject, is but too well justified. German ex- 
ports to Austria amount to 360,000,000 florins 
of which 100,000,000 florins is in textile fabrics. 
Austrian exports to Germany amount to 400,- 
000,000 florins and consist mainly of raw 
products and agricultural produce. Any. in- 
crease in the latter would ruin German agri- 
culture while an increase in the former would 
imperil this highly protected industry of Aus- 
tria. Any change will be hailed with delight 
by Hungary, but will be stubbornly resisted by 
the reichrah and the farming interest.
